1. The following are the main points of an aproenent, which was not made public, 
Signed in llosecow by the Chinese Communists and the Soviets on 1 May 1951. 


ao Before the end of 1951 the USSR is to turn over to the Chinese Communists 
500 fighter planest of various types in exchange for tungsten ore and 
foodstuffs which are to be sent from China by 1 April 1952. 


be During 1951 the USSR is to be permitted to begin to establish Sovict air 
bases at Chiamussu, liukden, Tihua, Lanchou, Tsingtao, Kunming, Nanning, 
and Nanking, and to station air force personnel at these airfields. 


2. In mid-June, in accordance with this agreement, a total of 100 Sovict-made 
Planes, including 50 YAK-15 and 50 Stalin = 42 planes, arrived in Ifukden and 
Chiamussu and were turned over to the Chinese Commmists by the Soviet 
representatives in those areas.

Go In addition to the provision of financial aid and military 
equipment the Soviets are to assign the International Volunteer 
Arty to assist the Chinese in Korea. Indochina, Burma, Sian, and 
Malaya are to be within the Chinese military operational sphers. 
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do If the Korean peace talks break down, China is to receive all out 
Soviet support. if the Seviets become involved in war in Europe, 
China is to attack in Southeast Asia. 
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
